This work is done by getting far­ 
mers to cultivate small areas of such 
crops under the instruction of the 
special agent of the department. The

chase pure seed that Is adapted to 
his local conditions and he is shown 
how to select from his crop the Very 
best seed and to keep It pure. 
The local agent visits these demon 
sirators 
and 
assists them 
in 
their 
work and in any other way that is 
possible. 
This work is >eing done in all lo­ 
calities where the cotton boll weevil 
is going to work in the near future. 
An effort is being made to show the 
farmer that ha can grow good cot­ 
ton in spite of the weevil if latte r 
methods of farming are followed. 
As the weevil will no doubt be bad 
in this section next year it is high 
time that some work of this kind was 
being started.
